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France Warns U.S. Against 
Cutting Forces In Europe 
By FRANK CORMIER 
Associated Press Writer 
REYKJAVIK, Iceland (AP) 
— President Georges Pompidou 
of France warned President 
Nixon today that there would 
be “great danger” in any unila­ 
teral cutback of America’s 309,- 
000 strong military force in Eu­ 
rope. , 
In the first session of the 
French-American summit con­ 
ference, the two leaders ranged 
widely over the problems con­ 
fronting the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. 
Their exchanges were “very 
useful and constructive,” a 
French spokesman said after 
the 2 to-hour meeting which ran 
on 30 minutes beyond its sched­ 
uled span. 
While Nixon and Pompidou 
were focusing on the political 
and strategic issues of the 
transatlantic partnership, their 
foreign and finance ministers 
were meeting separately on the 
more practical and technical 
problems that divide the United 
States and France. 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers and Foreign Minister 
Michel Jobert examined the 
tense situation in the Mid east, 
in Vietnam where a frail peace 
settlement is barely hanging to­ 
gether and in Cambodia where 
fighting persists. On each of 
these issues there were gaps 
between the two sides. 
On the money, trade and eco­ 
nomic front, Treasury Secre­ 
tary George P. Shultz and Fi­ 
nance Minister Valery Gis card 
d Estaing discussed ways in 
which key governments can act 
to help restore a stable world 
monetary system. Here, too, 
American and French ideas dif­ 
fered. 


Ronald L. Ziegler, White 
House press secretary, told 
newsmen the emphasis in the 
first 
presidential 
exchanges 
was on “the evolution in the fu­ 
ture of the Atlantic alliance.” 
He reported that Henry A. Kis­ 
singer, the President’s adviser 
on national security affairs, sat 
In the entire session. Pompidou 
was accompanied only by his 
own interpreter. 
In discussion of the future of 
the transatlantic partnership 
Pompidou, according to his 
spokesman, insisted on “the ex­ 
traordinary importance of the 
presence of U.S. troops in Eu­ 
rope and on the great danger of 
a unilateral reduction of these 
troops.” 
His meaning, on the basis of 
k n o w n 
French 
positions, 
seemed clear. 
Pompidou was signalling, in 
the first place, France would 
resist any U.S. move to bargain 
defense concessions to the Eu­ 
ropean allies for economic con­ 
cessions. 
The Nixon administration has 
disavowed any such intention. 
The 
French, 
nevertheless, 
suspect deals of this kind could 
result from Kissinger’s propos­ 
al for linking negotiations on 
transatlantic political, defense 
and economic subjects. 
The French leader .also had 
in mind the current conference 
in Vienna on East-West force 
cuts. 
France has stayed out of 
these talks. 
In the French view they 
could lead to an imbalance, 
with the Western powers left in 
a weaker position in relation to 
the arms and armies of Com­ 
munist Europe.

Dr. Hurst said that a guess 
would be it was a fuligo, a 
compound of spores which 
group into a large protoplasm 
which feeds on bacteria and is 
usually seen in the yellow, pul­ 
sating form which Mrs. Harris 
has described to newsmen.

of the fungus, it is common, 
world w ide oc curren ce.

to grow to the size it .reached in 
Mrs. Harris’ back yard.

BOGOTA, Colombia (AP) — 
The hijackers of a Colombian 
airliner today dropped their de­ 
mands for the release of 140 
leftist prisoners here but raised 
their money ransom from $200, • 
000 to $400,000. 
The 
four-engine 
turboprop 
Eiectra was on the ground in 
Aruba, a Dutch island in the 
Caribbean north of Venezuela. 
The ai.rcra.ft took off from 
there before dawn today with 
the two masked hijackers and 
their hostages for Lima, Peru, 
but. it was forced, to return, to 
Aruba because the engines’ oil 
ran low-. 
A report from Princess Beat­ 
riz Airport in Aruba said the hi­ 
jackers then permitted 33 wom­ 
en and children to leave the 
aircraft for food and medical 
attention.. That left 56' passen­ 
gers and crewmen remaining 
on board with the hijackers. 
The plane was hijacked in 
'Colo mi hi a Wednesday by the hi­ 
jackers armed with subma­ 
chine guns. Early today the Co­ 
lombian government rejected 
the 
hijackers’ 
original 
de­ 
mands. Later the pilot, Capt. 
Jorge Lucena, reported to his 
superiors in Colombia that this 
irritated the hijackers and that 
the situation had become teruje. 
The men had threatened to 
blow the plane up with all 
aboard if the government failed 
to meet their demands.

High school class of ’75, relax. You 
probably will be graduated before the 12- 
month school year is adopted anywhere 
in Indiana. 
The Indiana General Assembly has 
wanted to see an experimental year- 
around school for a couple of years. The 
Legislative Council has made a prelimi­ 
nary study and it will be taken up at its 
June 20 meeting. 
The urge for 12-month school is main­ 
ly economic. Public school education 
takes a huge bite of the tax dollar. Con­ 
tinuous use of buildings is supposed to 
reduce the need for new construction. 
Other advantages are listed by educa­ 
tors as better pay for teachers and better 
educated students, who have a tendency 
to forget everything they learned during 
the last school year in the course of sum­ 
mer vacation. 
Disadvantages are that parents can’t 
take the kids on vacations and the build­ 
ings aren’t empty long enough for ma­ 
jor maintenance and repairs. But the 
schools also are subject to less vandalism. 
There is a wide variety of plans, some 
of which get around parents’ objections. 
In some, attendance is mandatory in 
only three of four quarters. 
In one concept, the year is divided into 
four equal quarters and the students are 
separated in four groups so that only 
three groups are in school in any one 
quarter. 
What year-around school certainly 
would do is restructure a community’s 
living patterns to some extent. This may 
put the brakes on it, regardless of sub­ 
stantial economic and educational ad­ 
vantages. 
The state has about $225,000 for ex­ 
perimenting in 12-months school. 
The Lebanon Community School Corp. 
has shown an interest in trying year- 
around school — but not right away. 
A committee from agriculture, indus­ 
try, business and other areas is investi­ 
gating merits and demerits of the idea, 
and other educational innovations. 
“It probably will be six months to a 
year before the committee reports,” said 
Lebanon School Supt. Robert D. McFrye. 
If the committee, with expert assist­ 
ance, finds year-around school feasible, 
then Lebanon will be interested in be­ 
coming part of a state study . . . and 
not before. 
Supt. McFrye explained that Lebanon 
is taking a hard look at the traditional 
school system because it sees change 
ahead. 
“Historically, Lebanon is the slowest 
growing area around Indianapolis,” the 
educator said. “But with the coming of 
the interstate highway and plans for the 
big ‘Old Indiana’ tourist attraction seven 
miles away, we may face some of the 
problems of Carmel and Noblesville.” 
The superintendent .said one of the 
“most 
supportive” groups for year- 
around school is the teachers “who don’t 
really want to paint houses or pump gas 
in the summer.”

NEW YORK (AP) — The 
ABC Television network tonight 
is airing a commendable study 
of nuclear energy as a major 
solution to the nation's energy 
crisis. Alas, the show has a 
crisis of its own. 
It’s about energy, but lacks 
it. 
Entitled 
“The 
Energy 
Crisis: The Nuclear Alterna­ 
tive,” it is a dull primer on the 
proliferation and problems of 
nuclear-powered electric gener­ 
ating plants in the 
United 
States. 
The 
planta 
have 
aroused 
much controversy, but you’d 
wonder why if this program 
were your sole guide to the sub­ 
ject. It’s so low-key and dis­ 
passionate, it may cause slum­ 
ber instead of interest 
To its credit, it does correctly 
emphasize that there’ll be no 
mushroom cloud of an atomic 
explosion even if the worst hap­ 
pens at a nuclear plant; the 
plants are in no way potential 
A-bombs. 
And it does let opposing fac­ 
tions on the show discuss at 
length the safety of nuclear 
power plants, where the pri­ 
mary danger in a major acci­ 
dent would be a “venting” of 
radioactive matter into the air 
or ground. 
But nowhere in the show is 
there a specific example of any 
kind of mishap or incident at a 
nuclear power plant. 
Such an example, with illus­ 
trations and expert opinion, on 
what went wrong and why, 
would 
have 
greatly 
helped 
viewers decide whether present 
safeguards are adequate or if 
more are needed. 
According to an Atomic Ener­ 
gy 
Commission 
spokesman, 
there has been only one radio­ 
logical accident—which he de­ 
fined as a serious Incident re­ 
sulting in plant damage or hu­ 
man injury—In the history of 
any commercial nuclear plant 
in the United States. 
He said no one was hurt in 
that accident, which occurred 
in the reactor section of a 
small plant near Detroit in 
1966. 
Through the show, we visit 
operating plants, hear experts 
and critics of AEC safety guide­ 
lines, visit the worlds of ther­ 
mal 
pollution 
and 
nuclear 
waste storage and examine oth­ 
er potential sources of power. 
All this makes the show seem 
too broad and diffused. For my 
dough, it would have had far 
more impact had it trulycon- 
centrated on the continuing de­ 
bate over the safety of nudear 
power plants.

Persons Living In Mobile Homes Are Affected Most By Tornadoes

KANSAS CITY (AP) - 
The 
tornado’s awesome power has 
affected thousands of Ameri­ 
cans this spring, but none have 
been hit harder then those who 
live in mobile homes. 
Deaths and destruction left 
by 
twisters 
and 
windstorms 
have prompted efforts to en­ 
courage both effective anchor­ 
ing of mobile homes and con­ 
struction of shelters by owners 
of mobile home parks. 
Allen Pearson of the National 
W e a t h e r 
Service’s 
Severe 
Storms Forecast Center in Kan­ 
sas City said about 60 persons 
have died in storms this year, 
about 24 of them in mobile 
homes. 
Georgia, 
South 
Carolina, 
Texas and Ohio were the states 
listed by Pearson as having 
been hit hardest by tornadoes 


this year. Numerous twisters 
a iso have been reported in 14 
other states. 
Total property damage has 
not been estimated, but most 
experts 
agree 
a 
high 
per­ 
centage of it was suffered by 
mobile homes. Nationwide, al­ 
most 
three 
million 
mobile 
homes are used as a primary 
residence. 
“Ninety per cent of all mobile 
home 
wind 
damage 
is 
pre­ 
ventable with proper anchor­ 
ing,” Pearson said. “But fewer 
then one per cent of the mobile 
homes I’ve seen have been tied 
down.” 
Pearson also suggests that 
shelters be constructed at mo­ 
bile 
home 
parks 
as 
a pre­ 
caution against bad weather, 
including high winds not classi­ 
fied as tornadoes. 
.Alabama. Civil Defense Direc­ 


tor C. J. Sullivan estimates mo­ 
bile homes «are 10 times as vul­ 
nerable to high winds as con­ 
ventional homes. He noted that 
one person was killed and 21 in­ 
jured in 32 mobile homes de­ 
stroyed in storms this year in. 
Alabama. 
Sen. Bill Brock, R-Tenn,, and 
Rep. Lou Frey, R-Fla., have in­ 


troduced the National Mobile 
Home 
Recreational 
Vehicle 
Safety Act of 1973 to make ef­ 
fective 
anchoring 
of 
mobile 
homes mandatory. 
Four states alraady have tie­ 
down legislation. 
The cost of tying down a mo­ 
bile home ranges from $100 to 
$250.

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Make Way For Handicappe 
Person In Your Household 
Strawberry Barrel Saves Your Space 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. - 
If there’s a handicapped person 
in your household, one of your 
home furnishings problems may 
be 
“making way” 
for 
a 
wheelchair. 
And it isn’t an isolated 
problem either. Indiana State 
Board of Health statistics say 
that more than 400.000 Hoosiers 
of all ages have impairments 
which limit their mobility. 
Many of these people require 
wheelchairs. 
Miss Ezelie Johnson. Ex- 
t e n s i o n home furnishings 
specialist at Purdue University, 
savs there are several ways to 
make wheelchair living more 
comfortable and convenient — 
whether the chair will be part 
of your home furnishings for a 
long or short period. 
Sitting on a pillow may make 
a wheelchair more comfortable 
for short people. Miss Johnson 
notes. “The high arm rests, 
which 
give 
a 
handicaped 
person more leverage to get in 
and out, are often too high for 
short people,” she explains. 
A seat pillow can solve this 
problem. The specialist suggests 
a good, firm foam pillow, 
trimmed to fit the chair and 
slipcovered in an attractive 
fabric. 
“When eating or working at 
a table or desk, a handicapped 
person will be more comfortable 
if the wheelchair .slides 'tinder 
the desk or table top,” Miss 
Johnson continues. However, 
the 
high 
arms 
on 
some 
wheelchairs make this impos­ 
sible — unless you remedy the 
situation. 
T h e 
home 
furnishings 
specialist suggests raising the 
table or desk height to allow 
the wheelchair to slide under 
it. “In a temporary situation," 
she says, “the table can ba 
raised by placing half a brick 
under each leg.** 
But if you want to raise the 
table height permanently, you 
may be able to design wooden 
blocks that can be securely 
fastened to the table Igs. Or, 
if the table has screw-in legs, 
you may be1 able to replace 
them with longer legs. 
“ T r i n s f e r i n g from a 
wheelchair to another chair or 
to a bed may pose some 
problems," the specialist points 
out. “It is easier to make the 
transfer if a bed or chair aeat 
is the same height as the seat 
of the wheelchair." 
Raise a bed to the same 
height as the wheelchair by 
using any of the methods 
suggested for raising table and 
desk heights. However, it is 
mere difficult to naise a chair 
so that It is balanced safely. 
For this reason, Miss Johnson 
suggests you buy a suitable 
chair if you don’t already have 
one. 
In addition to having a seat 
the 
same 
height 
as 
the 
wheelshair seat, 
the chair 
should: 
Have a seat 18 to 30 inches 
deep, depending on the size of 
the handicapped person. 
Have a seat that slant# no 
more than IV* inches from front 
to back. 
Have a back that is high 


enough to provide head rest and 
does not slant more than 5 
inches. 
Have legs fiar enough apart 
that the wheelchair can be 
pulled up close to the chair. 
Have arms that are sturdy, 
are easy to grasp, and slant 
slightly toward the back. 
Have firm padding that is 
slightly resilient. 
Offer separate cushions for 
both the seat and back. The 
cushions should be firm and 
easy to turn for comfort and 
wear. 
Be well built, evenly balan­ 
ced, and pleasing to look at. 
Be 
comfortable 
for 
long 
periods of sitting.

to remove all materials that 
might be injurious to strawberry 
plants. Size may range from a 
nail keg to a 55-gallon whiskey 
barrel. 
Do not use vinegar, dill 
pickle, brine or paint barrels, 
cautions Wott, as these may 
contain toxic materials. 
Remove one end of the barrel, 
then bore sevenal holes (one to 
one and a half inches in 
diameter) in the bottom for 
drainage. Ideally, the barrel 
should be placed on a wooden 
platform, with casters, so that 
it may be turned easily. In this 
mianner, all plants receive light. 
Next, beginning at the top just 
under the hoops, chalk spots 
around the sides of the barrel 
for two-inch holes from which 
the plants can grow. These 
holes should be evenly spaced, 
preferably six or eight inches 
apart.. 
Rows six inches apart do best. 
Hence, the second row should 
be placed six inches below the 
first with the holes staggered 
between those above. The third

row will have holes directly 
under those in the first row and 
six inches below the second. 
Continue down the barrel in this 
fashion. 
Usually, a larger barrel will 
permit four rows of holes—30 
to 40 holes for plants. In ad­ 
dition, there will be room at 
the top for eight to ten plants. 
Thus, a 55-gallon barrel, should 
provide places for 50 plants. 
Put a drainage core in the 
center of your barrel and plant 
your strawberries one layer at 
a time, fry the bottom up, 
of course.

Perhaps this is the year you 
should satisfy that hankering to 
grow' herbs. 
If it is, then start with one 
of the easiest to grow — basil, 
suggests John A. Wott, Purdue 
U n i v e r s i t y extension home 
environment horticulturist. 
Although normal basil has 
luscious green leaves, there is 
a purple-leaved variant called 
Dark Opal. It can be an asset 
to any garden because it 
doubles as an ornamental. 
Basil belongs to the mint 
family. It is grown primarily 
for its leaves, which when 
crushed give off a very pungent 
odor. 
For best results, snip off a 
few leaves and sun dry them 
on a tray, counsels Wott. When 
these crumble easily, they are 
ready to store in a glass jar 
in a cool place. Basil is 


especially good in tomato-based 
soups, stews and game. 
Plants should, not be set 
outside until all danger of frost 
is past. Usually, a spacing of 
one foot on center is ideal. Seed 
may also be sown outside. Plant 
about 1-8 inch deep. 
Basil thrives best in full 
sunshine, but partial shade is 
also satisfactory. At the end of 
the growing season, the plant 
often produces a small white 
flower.

Acid rock will soon have 
competition. 
The 
Periodical 
Cicadas are coming. 
Beginning in late May and 
continuing through June, Brood 
Xlll oí the 17-year race will 
sound off in Indiana’s Lake 
Michigan area and around 
Chicago. 
Except for Lake, Porter and 
La Porte counties, Indiana will 
be free of the black-bodied 
insect with the reddish legs, 
wing margins and eyes. 
Sometimes 
called 
locusts, 
which is actually a misnomer, 
male cicadas are widely known 
for their incessant high-pitched, 
shrill cadence. The females 
h a v e 
no 
sound-producing 
organs. 
Cicadas are abundant only in 
areas where eggs were laid by 
the previous generation, points 
out David Matthew. Purdue 
U n i v e r s i t y extension en­ 
tomologist. 
They 
can 
be 
numerous in some areas and 
absent in woodlots nearby. 
At the end of 13 or 17 years, 
depending on the brood, nymphs 
come out of the ground. They 
crawl up tree trunks, 'posts or 
other objects, shed their last 
shell and emerge as winged 
cicadas. 
These aduPs live about one 
m o n t h , explains Matthew. 
During this time they mate, and 
each female lays from 400 to 
GOO eggs.

Transplants 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — 
Selection of vegetable tran­ 
splants for the home garden 
deserves the gardener’s un­ 
divided attention. 
“The 
gardener's 
care in 
choosing vigorous disease-free 
t r a n s p l a n t s 
cannot 'be 
overemphasized,” says Walter 
R. Stevenson, Purdue Univer­ 
sity extension plant pathologist. 
Disease carried to the garden 
on 
transplants 
can 
be 
a 
troublesome 
nuisance 
throughout the season, he adds, 
resulting in lowered quality and 
quantity of yield. 
In addition, many disease 
causing organisms are able to 
survive in soil or plant debris 
and cause damage and losses 
in successive seasons. 
“Home 
gardeners 
should 
become familiar with symptoms 
of plant disease commonly seen 
o n 
seedlings,*’ 
Stevenson 
comments. 
Symptoms, depending on the 
disease, can include brown or 
yellow leaf spots, extensive 
yellow or brown areas on the 
foliage, stem lesions, wilting, 
root 
swellings 
and 
others. 
Seedlings showing these symp­ 
toms should not be purchased 
for transplanting. 
Selecting disease free tran­ 
splants not only helps reduce 
plant 
disease 
through 
the 
summer but can also curtail the 
need for use of pesticides by 
the home gardener.

WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. - 
Check your septic tank for ex­ 
cessive sludge deposits while 
the ground is still easy to dig, 
urge Purdue University ex­ 
tension agricultural engineers. 
Open the tank and measure 
the tank depth with a sharp 
stick. Then measure to the top 
of the sludge with another stick 
that has a board nailed flat 
on the end of it. The difference 
in elevation is the sludge 
deposit. 
If the deposit level is near 
the inlet or if the deposit is 
much over 18 inches, the tank 
should be cleaned. Failure to 
do so may clog up your disposal 
field and ruin it.

A. Since clear plastic often 
allows weeds to grow un­ 
derneath, black plastic makes 
a better cover. With black 
plastic, the strips can be laid 
along side the row. Or large 
areas can be covered and holes 
are to be sown. By careful 
carefully cut where the plants 
cutting, the plastic can be lifted 
and used for two or more years. 
The outside edge of the plastic 
should be anchored with soil 
until the plants are large 
enough to hold the plastic in 
place.

seeds, 
purchased in packets from a 
local garden outlet, are coated 
with a colored powder. What 
is the significance of this 
powder and how safe is it to 
handle treated seeds?

chemicals, such as captan or 
thiram to protect seeds and 
developing seedlings from soil 
borne organisms that cause 
seed rot and damping off. These 
Chemicals are white in pure 
form. The coloration serves as 
a warning device so that treated 
seed will not be fed to pets, 
livestock or wildlife. Although 
these

treatments 
are 
relatively safe to humans, it is 
highly advisable to wash your 
hands after use. Never bring 
contaminated hands In contact 
with the eyes, nose or mouth.

Q. How should I fertilize my 
azaleas? J.M., Clinton. 
A. Azaleas, like all me mb erg 
of the Erica ceous family, should 
be fertilized with fertilizers 
especially designed for acid 
loving plants.

— principally, because the cost 
of producing hogs is 50 per cent 
higher than a year ago. 
Corn Belt farmers indicated 
last December they planned to 
boost spring farrowings 10 per 
cent, but this figure later was 
cut to six per cent. Now there 
is some question whether even 
the six per cent increase will 
be realized, says Bache. 
Hog slaughter during the first 
four months of this year was 
four per cent below a year 
earlier, as prices hit record 
highs 
of 
$40-$41 
a 
hun­ 
dredweight. Normally, these 
prices would have brought on 
sizeable production increases, 
but Bache explains production 
costs also advanced to record 
levels. 
In the six weeks following 
imposition 
of 
ceilings 
on 
wholesale and retail red meat 
prices, this is what happened 
to feed prices: 
No. 2 yellow corn at Chicago 
jumped nearly 30 per cent to 
more than $2 a bushel — the 
highest in 21 years and more 
than 75 cents higher than a year 
earlier. 
Soybean meal, main protein 
ingredient in swine rations, 
skyrocketed to more than $300 
a ton — an 80 per cent increase 
tnd two and one-half times 
higher than a year ego. 
Bache points out that feed 
ingredients normally make up 
about 60-65 per cent of the cost 
of hog production. Currently 
they account for 75 per cent 
of this cost. 'Twenty-year studies 
indicate that to produce 100 
pounds of live weight hog takes 
six bushels of corn, 75 pounds 
of protein supplement and about 
$7.50 of non-feed items. The non­ 
feed items (veterinary service, 
labor, building u e, taxes, etc.) 
have risen with the general rate 
oí inflation. 
The economist believes that 
the feed price explosion has 
caused producers to moderate 
their short run expansion plans.

run 
expansion 
plans 
shou’d be reviewed in the light 
of the producer’s own record 
of production efficiency, Bache 
says. 
M o d c r n hog production 
techniques 
require 
an 
in­ 
vestment in buildings, equip­ 
ment and inventory of $800 to 
$1.000 for each sow in the 
breeding herd. That is, if a 
farmer decides to add a 70-sow 
(1,000 market hog) enterprise to 
his farm business he would 
spend about $60.000 before the 
first hog was ready to market, 
Bache says. 
The surge in feed ingredient 
prices, plus the high cost of 
enterprise expansión, probably 
will hold off the low price phase 
of the four-year hog prce cycle 
into early 1975, Bache believes. 


Wayne, Beeson 
Most Popular 
Soybean Strains 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — 
Almost half of Indiana’s 1972 
soybean acreage was planted to 
Wayne and Beeson, U.S.D.A.- 
Purdue University developed 
varieties. 
State-federal 
agricultural 
statisticians at Purdue report 
that 23.6 per cent of the state’s 
acreage went to Wayne and 23.4 
per cent to Beeson. 
Amsoy retained its third place 
popularity with Hoosier soybean 
growers; Cutler and Calland 
varieties were In fourth and 
fifth place. These three also are 
U.S.D.A.-Purdue d e v e l o p e d 
varieties. 
Hoosier farmers had planted 
well over half their 1972 acreage 
by the end of May with the 
heaviest planting between May 
21 and May 31. By June 20 
about 95 per cent of the crop 
was in the ground.

About The Future

WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — 
Whether to buy replacement 
feeder cattle is normally a 
difficult decision. This year the 
decision is even harder in light 
of rising production costs and 
the ceiling on wholesale and 
retail beef prices, notes David 
P e t r i t z , Purdue University 
extension economists. 
Feeder cattle prices have 
been strong and are continuing 
this trend. Choice 450-pound 
steer calves have been bringing 
around $60 a hundredweight or 
even higher. 
These calves will be in the 
feed lot for 290 days and 
marketed at 1,050' pounds. Prof. 
P e t r i t z 
estimates 
feed 
requirements for this period are 
60 bushels of No. 2 corn, two 
tons of corn silage and 440 
pounds of protein supplement. 
Based on current outlook for 
feed prices, plus other cash 
expenses, cash cost of finishing 
p steer would amount to about 
$225, in addition to the original 
cost of the animal. This moans 
that the cattle would have to 
sell for around $48 per hun­ 
dredweight for the cattle feeder 
to recover all cash expenses, 
says Petritz. 
If the current price ceilings 
on 
beef 
(between 
$46-$47) 
continue, cattle probably will 
not be selling at the $48 figure 
in the early part of 1974, the 
economist adds. 


I n d i v i d u a l cattle feeders 
should

Freshness Is 
Key To Good 
Sweet Corn 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Did. — 
To enjoy palate-pleasing sweet 
corn to the fullest, plant your 
own. Freshness is the key. 
Veteran sweet corn lovers will 
tell you it’s best when prepared 
immediately 
a f t e r picking. 
Hence, the old saying “have the 
water 
boiling 
when 
you’re 
pickin’ your sweet corn.” 
Many people fail to realize, 
explains John A. Wott, Purdue 
U n i v e r s i t y extension homo 
environment horticulturist, that 
sweet com begins to convert its 
sugar content Into starch the 
moment after it is picked. 
Most varieties will lose 50 per 
cent of their flavor within 12 
hours of picking, he adds, if 
left unrefrigerated. So act fast 
to preserve that garden fresh­ 
ness. 
Sweet com should be planted 
only by gardeners who have 
enough room for its proper 
growth and development. Sweet 
com requires full sunlight and 
good fertile soil. 
There 
are 
several 
hybrid 
varieties, advises Wott. For a 
constant supply throughout the 
summer, 
include 
an 
early 
variety (67-74 days to maturity) 
and a main crop variety (7B-S3 
days to maturity) in the first 
planting. 
Then follow with a succession 
of plantings of a main crop or 
late season variety. 
Corn is wind pollinated, so 
plant three or more rows of 
sweet com side by aide to in­ 
sure good pollinstion and ear 
development. It’s much better 
to use compact block planting 
rather than long narrow rows, 
the horticulturist notes.

“He was a pretty good oP 
cat,” said lifer John Hawkms. 
“There’s

see a little cat walkin’ along, it 
kind of makes you feel a little 
different.” 
B.J. showed up mysteriously 
as a tiny kitten inside Lifer’s 
Acre several years-ago. 
Although prison rules forbid 
inmates to have pets, the cat,
